One variation illustrated above has the garage and 
main entrance on the side. (Model A) The (B Model) 
h4s the entrance on the end. Both basement floor plans 
are shown. 

The main floor of each of these plans is identical 
with two bedrooms. 

Notice the large picture window in the living room 
with double hung windows on either side for ventila- 
tion. 

The main entrance and garage entrance are recessed 
under the house to add interest and to provide pro- 
tection from the weather. The other door of the house 
enters on the stair landing. 

If you have a lot with a decided slope, this Page- 
master Home—the BRYANT—is wonderfully suited 
for you.

Here isa PAGEMASTER home with hip roof designed 


to be built on a concrete slab. 


Notice the large kitchen extending across the full 
width of the end portion of the house. It has enough 
room to provide food preparation, ample eating area, 
and in addition room for the laundry equipment. 
With the modern washers and dryers a house of this 
type allows a woman all her conveniences centrally 
located for efficient housekeeping. 


The living and dining room combination is almost 
sixteen by twenty feet, making an excellent large room 
for real enjoyment. The back of the house has a nine 
lite window wall looking out on the garden. This 
window wall—nine feet long—is the same size as 
shown in the house on the opposite page; it offers 


privacy for the living room, plus a view. 


The single lite windows along the front are of a 
new type, mounted high for privacy, with the added 
advantage that furniture may be grouped below them. 
These awning windows are hinged at the bottom edge 


to swing in for ventilation and ease in cleaning. 


Compactness plus three bedrooms makes this 
Pagemaster home—the EVANS -— ideally suited for 
comfortable, gracious living.

This PAGEMASTER home has two bedrooms — 
both with windows in the corners—with a convenient 


bath in-between. 


The huge living room has a coat closet with sliding 


doors to the left of the entrance. 


The front entrance is protected by the wide over- 
hang of the front gable. 


The living room also has one of the famous PAGE- 
MASTER window walls made up of nine 36” x 24” 
panes of glass. 


The well designed kitchen provides ample work 
area with step saving in mind to offer the utmost in 
convenience.

Here is a house with charm and balance to fit into any 
surrounding, with all the features of the newest in 
home planning. 

The L shaped kitchen is compact, with large counter 
area to provide real kitchen efficiency. There is a large 
closet for storage and plenty of room for eating area. 
There are two awning windows over the sink to pro- 
vide light and ventilation. ; 

The attached garage is connected to the house to 
give access to both the kitchen and basement. 

The fireplace is attached to the large planter to 
carry the brick or stone accent around the front of the 
house, a feature usually only found in higher- priced 
homes. The fireplace materials are not furnished by us. 
If you wish to build this house without the fireplace it 
is so designed that it may be omitted. 

There are many features in this house as in all 
PAGEMASTER homes—the small hall area is but one 
of them. The easy access to the bath from any of the 
bedrooms is a result of PAGEMASTER planning. 

Each bedroom is served by a large closet with an 
especially large closet in the master bedroom.

The illustration of this house shows the walnut 
brown shingles with red sidewalls and grey trim to 


make an attractive and different color scheme. 
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Advanced designing and excellent use of every inch of 
area are a feature of this house. It is well adapted for 


good furniture grouping. 


One of the most popular in the PAGEMASTER 
line, the GROVER packs a lot of living in its thirty- 
six feet. Three bedrooms, each with a large sliding door 
closet, are well arranged to accommodate the bedroom 
furniture. Sliding doors as used in many of these homes 
have the distinct advantage of not robbing floor space 
for the swing of the door. The two sliding doors roll 
on a track and have ball bearing nylon rollers for ease 
in opening and quiet operation. In addition, the upper 
part of each closet has a full depth shelf with two 


smaller sliding doors for maximum storage. 


The front of the GROVER has tongue and groove 
YV-joint vertical boards for added interest. These may 
be painted the same as the rest of the house or as in the 
illustration they may be stained or finished natural. 
These vertical boards arranged under the added over- 
hang make this house attractive and give it a homey 
atmosphere. 
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Here is one of the real “sweethearts” in the PAGE- 
MASTER line. Lots of house, four bedrooms, and the 
very popular hip roof. 


The inset front door is protected by the wide eaves 
to frame a perfect entrance into your home. From there 
on, this house is a model of efficiency. The U shaped 
kitchen has lots of storage and counter space with the 
convenience of a drop leaf pass. through to the dining 
area. Here food may be easily served and-dishes re- 
moved—a real step saver for the housewife. The 
kitchen is arranged so there is a counter next to the 
refrigerator.

The least expensive in this year’s line of PAGEMASTER 
homes is the FREMONT. Lots of house at a minimum 


of price describes this home. 


There is an exceptionally long kitchen and living 


room to give a maximum living area. 


A roomy sliding door closet is located immediately 
inside the front door for coat storage. 


The master bedroom located in the front of the 
house has two large sliding door closets. In addition 
there is another large closet in the hall to provide 
storage and linen closet area. 


The kitchen is designed to include plenty of counter 
space and in addition there is room for eating. The 
kitchen door is located at the side of the house; it 
serves the basement stairs and the kitchen. This door 
placed as it is allows future expansion of the house 


with an attached breezeway or attached garage. 


Windows are arranged so that furniture may be 
placed to the best advantage in each room.

mga checking through this catalogue and making 


a decision as to the house of your choice, you may do 
one of two things—you may send us $10.00 to- 
gether with the name and number of the house you 
want, and we will send youa set of prints for that house. 
You may then carefully inspect the prints to assure 
yourself that the house is designed to your satisfaction. 
The $10.00 paid may then be deducted from the pay- 
ment of the house itself when you buy the house pack- 
age. (We cannot accept the return of plans for credit.) 
The second alternative is to place a definite order for 
the house and handle as outlined on the price list. We 
then immediately send you three sets of plans and 


arrange a shipping date for your house. 


The plans you receive together with the instruction 
manual will give you everything you need to start the 
excavation and get your foundation in. (We do not 
supply foundation materials.) When the carload of 
house arrives at your siding it should be trucked to 


the site and laid out as outlined in the instructions. 
You are now ready to begin erection. 


The basement windows are first set in the openings 
left for them. Then the mud sill, posts and beams 
are put in place. The box girder is then installed and 
the floor joists laid out and set in place. All of these are 
cut to the correct length except the posts. The posts 
are shipped longer than necessary to take up any 
variance in the masonry. In the case of the two slab 


designs, there is no subfloor necessary. 


The exterior wall sections are built up in four foot 
sections (there are some of these longer to take care 
of double mullion windows and picture windows). 
These sections are built up of 2 x 4’s and sheathed up 
on the outside face exactly the same as in the best 


conventional construction. 


Start at one corner of the building and erect one 
section and the section around the corner from it, then 
start from there and go around the perimeter of the 
house. Each section is marked and the plan is keyed to 
show which section goes in each place. Door and 
window sections are framed to take the prefit window 


units or the door frames. 


Next, the trusses for the roof, which are shipped in 
halves, are assembled. Following this the gable ends 


are set in place (in the case of the hip roof houses no 
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gable ends are used). The roof trusses are then raised 
in place 16” on center and the roof boards are applied. 
The roofing felt is put on and the 210 lb. roof shingles 


are laid. 


Next, the pre-fit weatherstripped window units are 
installed, the exterior door frames set and doors 
hung. Install the locks and the house is weather tight 
and under lock and key. Four men should easily accom- 


plish this in four days. 


The next step is to apply the sheetrock to the ceiling 


and also the ceiling insultation. In doing this before 


raising the interior partitions no cutting is necessary. 


except possibly at one end. The 25/32 x 1% Select 
Oak flooring is then laid over the subfloor. By doing it 
this way you save 30% of the labor of laying because 
there is no sawing to fit around partitions. The bath- 
room and kitchen are floored with %” Fir plywood so 
that linoleum or tile will be flush with the finished floor 


(linoleum or tile are not furnished). 


You are now ready to assemble the partitions. For 
each there is a drawing so you will have no trouble. 
These are designed to be built on the floor where it is 
easiest to work and then raised into place. All material 


for these partitions is cut to exact length. 


The house is now ready for wiring, plumbing and 
heating. (We do not furnish these items.) While this 
work is being done the exterior paper and siding 
material may be applied. All houses are priced with 
asbestos shingles with an alternate for either 2 x 8 
bevel siding or double coursed machined shakes (see 


price list). 


Finally insulation is applied to exterior walls and 
Gypsum Board nailed in place. The taping material 
for the Gypsum Board is included. 


The house is now ready for interior trim, setting 
sliding closet doors, and hanging doors. Now your 
house is ready for paint or whatever decoration you 


desire. (We do not supply paint or wallpaper.) 


Should you desire, we can supply genuine Youngs- 
town kitchen cabinets. We have arranged these cabi- 
nets to perfectly fit and give your kitchen a pleasing 
working area. The price of each Youngstown kitchen 
is shown on the price list and the layout of each is 


shown on the plan.
